Health Center 
groundbreaking Thursday 


A long-awaited event will come to 
pass on Thursday when ground is 
broken for the new Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington.

Route 93 in North Wilmington. A 
mammoth catered luncheon for some

held on the front lawn of the 
Wilmington Water Works 

The Regional Health Center is being 
built by the Choate Memorial Hospital 
of Woburn in conjunction with a local 


committee that has been ee on 


the project for more than 10 years. 
Completion is now seen as being in 
mid-1978. 

The health center is already offer- 
ing pediatric services, in rented of- 
fices at the Colonial Park office 
building. Two staff pediatricians 
have been hired and are now in prac- 
tice at Colonial Park. 

The health center maintains an of- 
fice at the MacDougall home at 190 
Middlesex Avenue. and has opened a 
fund-raising office at the Whitefield 
School. A million-dollar drive is in the 
works, to help with the actual con- 
struction costs of the health center.

The Rev. Francis Mackin said 
that a $50 reward is offered for the 
return of the missing parts 

The statue is of St. Thomas of 
Villanova, an eighteenth century 
Spanish Augustinian bishop. Noted 
for his ministry to the poor, he died in 
1788. 


Carved of Carra marble, the statue 
was imported from Italy 17 years ago 

It stands directly in front of the 
church, and is lighted, The lights 
were also broken. 

Elsewhere in the neighborhood, the 
vandals uprooted shrubbery, put sand 
in the gas tank of a car and scratched 
the new paint on it. They also broke 
the antenna on another car. 

A van was reported stolen in the 
neighborhood as well, and was 
recovered in Billerica the next day. 

Residents in the area said that all 
was quiet until after 1 a.m. It is es- 
timated that the vandalism occurred 
between 1:30 and 6 a.m.
